That the revolution in China, 
whether successful or not, is liable to 
involve the powers, of the world in

“It is probable,” said Mr. Evans, 
“that China’s revolution may prove 
to be the beginning of the end of the 
Chinese empire, just as the taking of 
Tripoli by Italy is, in all probability, 
the beginning of the end of the Otto- 
man empire. It is difficult to say, at 
this stage of affairs, just what trend 
events will take. 

QUESTION OF TIME. | 

“I think it is only a question of 
time when England will resent the 
interference with her trade in China, 
caused by the revolt there, and will 
tell the Chinese government that if 
‘she does not stop making trouble in 
the market place that England will 
put a stop to it. 

“The United States does not want 
to fight China, nor does this. coun- 
try wish to be engaged in a quarrel 
with any other nation, but if the 
Chinese fail to show respect for Uncle 
Sam our boys will doubtless be called 
upon to force the Celestials to change 
their tactics. | 8 

“Then there is Germany and Japan 
to be considered. Japan, almost in 
touch with China, is an entirely dis- 
similar nation in almost every re- 
spect. Unlike the Chinese, the Jap- 
anese understand the meaning of pa- 
triotism. The Chinese of Hankow, on 
the other hand, feels no relationship 
to his brother residing in Peking. 

NATIONAL SPIRIT. 

“There is little of the national 
spirit in China. I believe that the 
revolution will fail because of lack of 
money, national spirit, and imperfect 
organization of the revolutionists. 
Still, the Chinese will fight to the 
death if he has a little backing and 
if the fire of revolution spreads, as 
did the blaze recently ignited by Ma- 
dero in Mexico, it is possible that the 
world will soon see a new China. Just 
what effect China, as a republic, 
would have on the nations of the 
world, is hard to prophesy.”

marmhunano in the western hemisphere, | 
although for ages a similar plant has 
been used in Oriental countries under | 
the name of hasheesh or canabis in- | 
dica, as it is designated by the 
botanists. In this country a certain 
species of the plant long has been 
recognized by stock men under the 
name of “loco” weed owing to its 
pecullar effects on stock. Horses, es- 
pecially have been prone to eat the 
poisonous leaves and in nearly every 
case the mental faculties were de- 
stroved and the animals 
“locoed” or crazy. 

Several (generations ago the plant | 
Was cultivated in Mexico as an in- 
toxicating agent and since that time 
the use of the drug gradually has in- 
creased until it now has become one 
of the greatest national vices. In 
that country the habit is not confined 
to any particular class of natives, but 
on the contrary almost has become 
universal and includes among its de- 
votees men high in the councils of the

The plant is a member of the hemp 
species and gtows to an Average 
height of shel six feet. The leaves 
of the male plant are best fHiked on 
account of the stronger narcotic ef- 
fects obtained, therefrom, together 
with the faet that the exaltation of 
the mind is of longer duration, 

The leaves of the plant first are 
dried and upon being subjected to 
pressure exude an oily substance 
which is supposed to contain the ac- 
tive principal of the drug.

Sessions of the high and grammar 
schools of Huntington Park are to 
be resumed in temporary quarters 
Monday morning until the high school 
building, which was destroyed by fire 
yesterday morning, can be recon- 
structed. red 

Huntington Park Athletic Club 
rooms probably will be selected, al- 
though the Baptist Church and the 
Bell grammar school also offered fa- 
 eflities. The school board and Princtpal 
Wood expect to decide fully today the 
offers being received at a meeting 
last night. 

The loss to the building is estimated 
at $60,000, the cost being $30,000. In- 
surance is expected to total $40,000 or 
more. The cause of the fire is not 
known, and an investigation is to be 
conducted today. 

Several thousand residents of Hunt- 
ington Park stood idly by while fire 
destroyed the fine building, as there 
were no fire-fighting facilities. 

Realizing that fire protection was 
urgently needed, the school officials a 
short time ago erected a large steel 
tank near if intending to connect ft 
with the building. The work was com- 
plete with the exception of a fifty-foot 
section of the connecting pipe, and to 
that discrepancy is due the fact that 
no water could be thrown into the 
building when flames were first discov- 


It was shortly after 5 o'clock in the 
morning when smoke was seen issuing 
from the windows of the library, where 
about $1200 worth of were 
shelved. The library is on the first 


heir way through the walls and floors 
tien the entire space inclosed within 
the walls was burning fiercely. 

Albert Collins and H. P. Needham 
gave the alarm. Principal Wood ar- 
rived within a ‘short time, but found 
no means of checking the fire. 

Within half an hour after the flames 
were first seen the fire had broken 
through the roof, and in the cempara- 
tive calm glowing embers rose high 
into the air, and fell upon near-by 
buildings. Volunteer brigades drenched 
the roofs of adjacent structures and 
prevented the co tion spreading. 

The Huntington rk High School 
was erected in 1909. It was a brick 
structure three stories in height, and 
had forty-five rooms. the grammar 
grades of Huntington Park, Bell, 
Fruitiand and Vernon school districts 
were housed in the building as well as
